Grand Jury indicts Costello 


Gallatin County 
girls basketball coach 
Holly Roberts has an¬ 
nounced she’s stepping 
away from basketball. 
She’ll continue to be a 
fifth grade teacher at the 
school. 

“It was an extremely 
difficult decision be¬ 
cause basketball has 
consumed my life for 
the last 28 years as a 
player and a coach,” said 
Roberts. “I’ve decided, 
however, that it’s more 
important to dedicate 
my time to my four-year 
old daughter at this time. 
She’s my first priority 
and I need to be with 
her as much as possible 
right now.” 

Roberts, a Gallatin 
County native and a 
1998 GCHS graduate, 
excelled on the basket¬ 
ball court as a player and 
a coach. 

She holds the school’s 
scoring record of 2,652 
points and played in 


college for the Thomas 
More College girls team, 
which won the NCAA 
Division Three national 
championship last week. 

She and her teams 
have won many titles 
and awards during her 
nine years on the bench, 
which include eight win¬ 
ning seasons and a re¬ 
cord of 155-94. She was 
selected as Eighth Re¬ 
gion Coach of the Year 
in 2013 and her teams 
won All A Eighth Region 
titles three times. Un¬ 
der her tenure, the Lady 
Wildcats won three dis¬ 
trict championships and 
were an Eighth Region 
semi-finalist in 2013.

Kentucky’s library 
supporters are breath¬ 
ing easier after a ruling 
last week by the state 
Court of Appeals against 
a lawsuit that claimed 
libraries formed by peti¬ 
tion had been improper¬ 
ly raising property taxes 
for more than 30 years. 

Without the ruling, 
most Kentucky librar¬ 
ies would have suffered 
a 60-percent budget cut 
that would have forced 
some to close and others 
to scale back services in¬ 
cluding Internet access 
and literacy programs. 

It’s unclear how the 
suit would have affected 
the Gallatin County Pub¬ 
lic Library. Unlike the 
majority of libraries in 
the state, it was formed 
by a county election and 
not by petition. That 
election effort was led 
by the library’s founder, 
the late Charles G. War- 
nick. Since 1984, all li¬ 
braries must be formed

by election. 

The Court of Appeals 
ruled 3-0 to overturn 
lower court rulings in 
Campbell and Kenton 
counties from 2013 that 
said any tax increase 
by libraries formed by 
petition since 1978 was 
illegal unless voters ap¬ 
proved the increase in an 
election. Libraries, like 
other taxing districts, 
have been able to raise 
property taxes up to 
four-percent each year 
without getting approval 
from voters. 

Without the Court of 
Appeals ruling, many li¬ 
braries would have been 
forced to reset tax rates 
back to 1978 levels, re¬ 
moving more than half 
their current funding. 

“Eighty library dis¬ 
tricts across Kentucky 
would be adversely af¬ 
fected if the decisions of 
the Campbell and Ken¬ 
ton Circuit Court were

Robin Costello, the 
former director of the 
Gallatin County Animal 
Shelter, has been indict¬ 
ed for inappropriately 
using at least $40,000 of 
the shelter’s funds. 

Last September, Gall¬ 
atin County Sheriff Josh 
Neale opened an investi¬ 
gation about how funds 
at the shelter were being 
used. The investigation 
began after Judge/ex¬ 
ecutive Ken McFarland 
and his staff were un¬ 
able to get receipts from 
Costello for some of the 
shelter’s expenses. 

At the time, Costello 
told McFarland she was 
going to take a three- 
month leave of absence 
from the shelter for per¬ 
sonal reasons but never 
provided the requested 
receipts. She hasn’t re¬ 
turned to the shelter, 
which is now being run 
by animal control officer 
Bobby Nunn. He was 
the first person to raise 
questions about the shel¬ 
ter’s finances. 

“The shelter received 
$9,000 to operate for 
three months and it 
takes both Robin’s and 
my signatures to sign a 
check,” Nunn said last 
September. “I noticed 
she wrote $9,600 in 
checks to herself and her 
boyfriend and forged my 
name, so I reported it.” 

After a lengthy inves¬ 


tigation led by Deputy 
Sheriff Ed Caldwell, a 
Gallatin County Grand 
Jury returned numer¬ 
ous felony indictments 
against Costello last 
week. Among the charg¬ 
es were theft by failure 
to make required dispo¬ 
sition of property over 
$10,000, 117 counts of 
second degree criminal 
possession of a forged 
instrument, theft of iden¬ 
tity and theft by unlaw¬ 
fully taking under $500. 

“Deputy Caldwell has 
spent hundreds of hours 
of his own time on this 
case and has done a great 
job,” said Sheriff Neale. 
“His hard work should 
be commended.” 

The Gallatin County 
News has been unable 
to contact Costello but 
she told FOX 19 TV last 
September she has done 
nothing wrong and is 
proud of her work at the 
shelter. That has been 
her only public state¬ 
ment about the accusa¬ 
tions. 

Costello’s work at 
the shelter with home¬ 
less animals has been 
applauded by nearly ev¬ 
eryone who worked with 
her including Judge/ex¬ 
ecutive McFarland. 

“Robin has done a 
good job and I want to 
give her every benefit of 
the doubt,” Judge Mc- 
See Costello, page 3

Preparingfor the next 
flood in Gallatin Co. 


Dear Editor: 

My last letter to The 
Gallatin County News 
generated many ques¬ 
tions regarding flood 
zone issues. Many of 
those who inquired 
had no idea that Gal¬ 
latin County had strict 
FEMA/NFIP floodplain 
ordinances. 

I own a farm on the 
Ohio River with a large 
portion in the flood 
zone. My purpose is 
to alert my Ohio River 
friends and neighbors to 
the physical and finan¬ 
cial dangers that living 
and owning property 
in and near to the flood 
zone represents. 

The most frequent 
questions were: 

Why does the Ohio 
River flood, and can 
the major floods be 
predicted? 

The Ohio River 
drains an area stretch¬ 
ing almost 1,000 miles 
from Pittsburgh, PA to 
Cairo, IL where it joins 
the Mississippi River. 
It has just over 200,000 
square miles of water¬ 
shed, north to south 
from New York to Ala¬ 
bama, and east to west 
from Pennsylvania to 
Illinois. 

Short term flood pre¬ 
diction based on actual 
and forecast rainfall is 
now available at: http:// 
tinyurl.com/KYNOOA. 

For those who would 
be stranded by rising 
waters, it is important 
to monitor the predicted 
river level and evacuate 
well in advance. More 
than half the deaths 
during floods are from 
desperate residents who 
waited too late, driving 
over flooded bridges. 

Don’t the Ohio 
River dams protect us 
from flooding? 

The Ohio River has 
been extensively modi¬ 
fied to support barge 
navigation. Due to the 
locks and dams, the riv¬ 
er is actually a staircase 
of long lakes. During 
flood events the locks 
and gates are opened 
and the natural wild riv¬ 
er profile returns. The 
dams don’t provide any 
flood control. 

Why were zoning 
regulations and flood 
plain ordinances en¬ 
acted? 

The National Flood 
Insurance Act of 1968 
created the National 
Flood Insurance Pro¬ 
gram (NFIP). It was put 
in place to encourage 
communities to imple¬ 
ment flood-resistant 
measures in areas iden¬ 


tified as floodplains. 

Why does Gallatin 
County need a flood 
plan? 

Gallatin County is a 
high-risk community 
with dangerous flood 
zones situated along 
the Ohio River. We are 
well overdue for a ma¬ 
jor flood like 1964 or 
1997. 

How can I tell if I’m 
in the flood zone? 

Flood maps are avail¬ 
able for free at hmsc. 
fema.gov/portal. 

Maps can be searched 
by zip code and you can 
zoom in to your desired 
location. 

Will I be able to re¬ 
build my home after a 
flood? 

I’ve heard several 
different answers to this 
question but if you’re 
currently in a FEMA 
designated Floodway 
you will not be able to 
rebuild. 

What happens if 
Gallatin County is sus¬ 
pended from the NFIP 
for not enforcing ordi¬ 
nance specifications? 

Worst case, flood 
insurance will be can¬ 
celed, and we may not 
be able to get flood in¬ 
surance in the future. 

Mortgage loans may 
be foreclosed by the 
lenders as they would 
have no protection for 
their loans. 

If you own your house 
outright, the resale value 
will be far less, as lend¬ 
ers are prohibited from 
lending on flood zone 
property without flood 
insurance. 

Summary 

I’d like to form a 
Gallatin County flood¬ 
planning group with 
goals of: 

•Reducing loss of 
lives of county residents 
and EMS personnel 

•Minimizing eco¬ 
nomic impact of floods 
on property owners and 
businesses 

•Reducing flood in¬ 
surance rates/maximiz¬ 
ing property values 

•Seeking fair prop¬ 
erty tax values for flood 
zone homes 

Please, if you live in, 
or have loved ones who 
live in the flood zone, 
create your own flood 
evacuation plan.

Economic award for Bluegrass is deceptive 


Gov. Steve Beshear and 
Frankfort’s economic-develop¬ 
ment leaders are celebrating a 
recent award by Site Selection 
magazine for being the state 
with the “most new projects per 
capita”. 

Any economic progress is 
commendable—especially con¬ 
sidering Kentucky has myriad 
business-unfriendly policies. 

But is this award a reason to 
break out the bubbly? 

While the Site Selection ar¬ 
ticle paints a nice picture of 
snappy economic activity, other 
reputable sources claim other¬ 
wise: 

• Business Insider magazine 
ranks Kentucky’s economy No. 
44 out of 50. 

• Forbes ranks Kentucky as 
No. 44 out of 50 in its ranking of 
“The Best and Worst States for 
the New Economy” with a score 
of 48.4 compared to top-ranked 
Massachusetts’ 94.7 ranking. 

• CNBC ranks Kentucky No. 
36 in its state business rankings, 
much lower than Tennessee to 
the South (No. 13) and Indiana 
to the North (No. 18). 

• The Bureau of Economic 
Analysis reports that while 
growth occurred in 49 states in 
2013, Kentucky’s dismal 1.6 
percent gross domestic product 
(GDP) was below the national 
average. 

• Art Laffer, a respected eco¬ 
nomic adviser to President Rea¬ 
gan, ranked Kentucky No. 39 in 
his “2014 Economic Outlook 
Rankings”. Only Illinois was 
ranked lower among Kentucky’s 
neighboring states. 

We know much more about 
the criteria that these credible 
sources use than we do about 
the Site Selection rankings. 

Forbes' “Best States for Busi¬ 
ness and Careers” index, for 


instance, reveals not only an eco¬ 
nomic ranking of No. 33 for Ken¬ 
tucky but also how the state placed 
in various categories. 

Kentucky’s overall No. 33 rank¬ 
ing was arrived at by combining its 
ratings in Business Costs (No. 14), 
Labor Supply (No. 46), Regulato¬ 
ry Environment (No. 24), Growth 
Prospects (No. 29), and “Quality 
of Life” (No. 34) classifications. 

Nevertheless, a news release 
from the governor’s office simply 
states that projects qualifying Ken¬ 
tucky for its Site Selection award 
had to meet one of three criteria: 
“involve a capital investment for at 
least $1 million, create 50 or more 
jobs or add at least 20,000 square 
feet of new floor space.” 

We don’t know how many proj¬ 
ects fit into these categories or how 
meaningful they are to the com¬ 
monwealth’s economy. As Site Se¬ 
lection's editor-in-chief admitted 
to the Mackinac Center for Public 
Policy, his publication’s rankings 
are still “a function of what states 
report to us.” 

It’s like not fully understanding 
why the University of Kentucky 
men’s basketball team is ranked 
No. 1 in the nation. 

Their ranking isn’t a result of 


what they pick and choose to re¬ 
port. Their performance has been 
there for the world to see. And 
what a season it’s been. 

There’s also plenty to crow 
about when it comes to potential 
economic growth in Kentucky. 

Warren County, for example, 
passed the nation’s first local right- 
to-work ordinance less than 90 
days ago. Among the benefits: 27 
new prospects representing 3,667 
jobs and $324 million of new in¬ 
vestment-numbers that increase 
almost daily—have expressed in¬ 
terest in coming to south-central 
Kentucky. 

If even some of those prospects 
end up coming to Warren County, 
it will rival the actual impact of 
the 32 new manufacturing-related 
projects and the 2,213 announced 
by the entire commonwealth for 
all of 2014. 

“It’s clear the county’s right- 
to-work designation is making a 
difference,” said Bowling Green 
Area Chamber of Commerce CEO 
Ron Bunch. 

Clear as bubbly.

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Planting by 
the Signs 

by Phil Case 



Ah, Spring is finally 
officially here having 
begun just two days ago 
and it’s time to start gar¬ 
dening — if you haven’t 
already. 

I’ve missed you since 
we parted in the fall af¬ 
ter 2014 was done but 
now it’s time to head 
into 2015’s season and 
I hope you plan to do 
your planting, when 
at all possible, accord¬ 
ing to the phases of the 
moon and signs of the 
zodiac. 

No matter if your 
“garden” is a half acre 
or a tomato plant in a 
pot on the deck, it can 
benefit from planting 
by the phases and signs. 
Coupled with good gar¬ 
dening practices, phases 
and signs will help it 
produce more abun¬ 
dantly and longer. 

I will endeavor to 
be right here most ev¬ 
ery Wednesday through 
the year from planting 
through harvest. And, as 
many of you do, if you 
need to contact me with 
specific questions then 
how to do that is below. 

The moon 

On the same day 
Spring began, which 
was last Friday at 6:45 
p.m., the moon moved 
from the dark to light 
phase, that occurring 
some 13 hours earlier at 
5:36 a.m. Until the full 
moon on at 8:06 a.m. 
April 4, the light moon 
will rule. 

During this period 
plant only those veggies 
that produce above the 
ground and if you are 
planting seeds to grow 
for transplants, those 
should be for above¬ 
ground producers, too 
— like tomatoes. 

Remember, ideally 
we do it all in the right 
phase and sign — seed, 
pot and transplant — 
above-ground producers 
in the light moon and 


below-ground ones in 
the dark phase hopefully 
when fertile signs are in 
force but definitely not 
when killing signs rule. 

And with that, if 
you’re doing container 
gardening like the plant 
in the pot, then there is 
absolutely no reason for 
you not to get it right! 

The signs 

With the moon in the 
light phase for above¬ 
ground planting, what’s 
left of today is ruled by 
Gemini (the arms); the 
very fertile sign Cancer 
(the breast) is in force 
Thursday thru Saturday; 
the killing sign Leo (the 
heart) is up for Sunday 
and Monday; and flow¬ 
ering signs are on tap 
for March 31-April 4 
with Virgo (the breast) 
up for the first three of 
those days and Libra (the 
reins) April 3-4. 

My cautions are: 

•Just because this is 


Gemini, a bean day, don’t 
plant any beans since the 
danger of frost is with us 
for at least another six 
weeks. You can, how¬ 
ever, put in some peas if 
you like. 

•Don’t plow or break 
ground now unless the 
soil is dry. Use the clod 
test: If a handful of dirt 
will compress into a mud 
clod, then it’s too wet to 
plow. If, however, the 
handful when squeezed 
crumbles, then it’s per¬ 
fect.

Chances improve for white bass fishing this spring 


Soon, anglers can 
alleviate weather dol¬ 
drums by hitting the 
headwaters of Nolin 
River Lake, Taylorsville 
Lake and Herrington 
Lake to catch maraud¬ 
ing white bass as they 
make their annual spring 
spawning runs. 

They don’t have to 
own a boat to enjoy fish¬ 
ing as good as any in 
Kentucky. 

“In spring, look for 
that warm rain,” said 
Mike Hardin, assistant 
director of fisheries for 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “The 


river temperatures can 
increase dramatically 
from warm rains. They 
warm up eight degrees 
or more quickly. The 
headwaters are often 
much warmer than the 
main lake.” 

The U.S. Geologi¬ 
cal Survey streamflow 
gauges for Kentucky 
streams tell the story of 
how much water is com¬ 
ing into a lake. When 
you click on a gauge 
for a particular site on a 
stream, a box at the top 
of the page allows users 
to select parameters to 
display such as flow rate 
in cubic feet per second 


(cfs), gauge height and 
water temperature. You 
may access this impor¬ 
tant information at www. 
waterdata.us.gov. 

“I try and look at the 
gauges for surrounding 
streams to estimate what 
the water temperature is 
in the river above a lake,” 
Hardin said. “When 
the water temperature 
gets near 50, white bass 
move upstream. Soon 
after that comes the peak 
of the run.” 

White bass aggres¬ 
sively strike practically 
anything that flashes 
silver in the water or re¬ 
sembles a shad or other 


baitfish. “You can drop 
down to about any flashy 
lure and cast it out, reel 
it in and catch white 
bass in spring,” said Jeff 
Ross, assistant director 
of fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “They 
are a great fish for fami¬ 
lies, kids and beginners 
because they strike so 
aggressively.” 

Hardin said an angler 
can carry all they need 
for white bass in a shirt 
pocket. Buy a couple of 
bags of 3-inch white or 
chartreuse curly-tailed 
grubs along with some 
1 /8 th-ounce leadheads 
and go. 


Golden eagle tracked 
in Bullitt and Nelson 


Researchers recently 
captured a golden eagle 
in the Bernheim Forest 
in Bullitt and Nelson 
counties and fitted it 
with a tracking device 
as part of an ongoing 
research project. Golden 
eagles are seldom seen 
in Kentucky. 

“Bernheim Forest has 
a few golden eagles that 
come back every winter 
and is one of the more 
reliable places in the 
state to see golden ea¬ 
gles,” said Kate Heyden, 
avian biologist for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources. 

“They don’t nest in 
Kentucky, but spend 
winters here. Golden 
eagles that winter here 
probably nest in Cana¬ 
da.” 

Andrew Berry, man¬ 
ager of Bernheim For¬ 
est, explained the reason 
the birds find the area to 
their liking. 

“I think the golden ea¬ 
gles are attracted to the 
remote forested knobs 
of Bernheim Forest,” he 
said. “This bird seems to 
spend a lot of time hunt¬ 
ing field edges on these 
knobs.” 

The researchers, in¬ 
cluding staff members 
of Bernheim Forest 
and Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, captured the 
adult male bird Feb. 10. 

Using a road-killed 
deer carcass as bait, 
the crew sat in a blind 
and fired a net over the 
golden eagle to capture 
it without harm. 

The project was fund¬ 
ed by Bernheim Forest 
and the Beckham Bird 
Club in Louisville. 

“We banded, mea¬ 
sured, sexed and aged 
the bird and put a cus¬ 


tom-fitted solar powered 
satellite transmitter on 
its back that won’t inter¬ 
fere with flying, hunting 
or breeding,” Heyden 
said. “We hope to track 
this bird for three to five 
years.” 

The installation of the 
tracking device is part 
of a larger study of ea¬ 
gles in the Appalachian 
Mountain region. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife began survey¬ 
ing for golden eagles in 
Kentucky in 2012. 

“There are more gold¬ 
en eagles in Kentucky 
than we thought,” Hey¬ 
den said. “This is the 
first one we’ve captured. 
This golden eagle is ex¬ 
tremely healthy and one 
of the largest I’ve held, 
weighing 10 V 2 pounds.” 

Golden eagles typi¬ 
cally show up in Ken¬ 
tucky around Thanks¬ 
giving and stay until 
mid-March. 

The recent warm 
winds propelled the ea¬ 
gle to begin migrating 
north March 12; by the 
next day, it was already 
near Bloomington, Indi¬ 
ana. As of March 16, the 
bird had already flown 
north 275 miles, along 
the Indiana - Illinois 
border just south of Chi¬ 
cago. 

“The neat thing is we 
don’t know where it is 
going to go,” Heyden 
said. “We would like to 
see where it goes to nest. 
We expect this bird to 
migrate back to Cana¬ 
da.”
